The  Illinois  Department  of  Conservation 
has  initiated  the  "Helping  Our  Parks'  En¬ 
deavors"  (H.O.P.E.)  program  to  heighten 
the  public's  appreciation,  enjoyment,  and 
support  for  the  conservation  of  our  natural 
and  cultural  resources. 

The  H.O.P.E.  program  permits  individuals 
and  organizations  to  purchase  or  donate 
materials  which  currently  are  needed  but 
exceed  the  boundaries  of  the  Department 
of  Conservation's  budget.  Your  gift  to 
H.O.P.E.  will  not  only  help  improve  the 
quality  of  the  properties  managed  by  the 
Department  of  Conservation  for  you,  but 
you  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  giving  a 
gift  which  thousands  of  others  will  enjoy 
and  appreciate  for  years  to  come.  And  best 
of  all,  it's  tax  deductable. 

In  past  years  your  Department  of  Conser¬ 
vation  has  received  unsolicited  cash  con¬ 
tributions  for  the  purchase  and  planting  of 
trees  at  various  state  areas.  Several  per¬ 
sons  also  have  donated  gifts  of  land.  These 
contributions  were  made  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Conservation  as  living  memorials 
to  loved  ones  or  because  the  donor  wished 
to  make  a  contribution  which  would 
benefit  present  and  future  generations. 

You  may  not  be  aware  that  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Conservation  manages  more  than 
300,000  acres  of  state  owned  or  leased  pro¬ 
perties  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public. 
These  include  state  parks,  historic  sites, 
state  forests,  conservation  areas,  and  fish 
and  wildlife  areas,  and  each  are  managed 
so  we  might  all  understand  and  enjoy  Il¬ 
linois'  natural  and  cultural  resources.  Each 


year  these  properties  require  many  things 
to  ensure  their  continued  beauty  and  safe¬ 
ty  for  visitors'  use.  However,  despite  our 
ongoing  efforts  to  preserve  the  natural  and 
cultural  resources  of  Illinois,  limited  tax 
dollars  often  times  do  not  extend  far 
enough  to  meet  these  necessities. 

THE  H.O.P.E.  PROGRAM  WILL  EN¬ 
ABLE  YOU  to  earmark  your  contribution 
for  the  purchase  of  a  specific  item.  Or,  you 
may  choose  to  allow  the  Department  of 
Conservation  to  decide  the  most  appro¬ 
priate  item.  Either  way,  it's  up  to  you. 

THE  H.O.P.E .  PROGRAM  ALSO  PER¬ 
MITS  YOU  to  suggest  the  sites  where  the 
gift  will  be  used,  or  to  make  a  contribution 
which  will  be  set  aside  in  a  lasting  endow¬ 
ment  fund  for  all  properties  managed  by 
the  Department  of  Conservation. 

EACH  INDIVIDUAL  OR  ORGANIZA¬ 
TION  WHO  CONTRIBUTES  TO 
H.O.P.E.  WILL  BE  RECOGNIZED  IN 
"OUTDOOR  HIGHLIGHTS,"  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Conservation's  twice-monthly 
publication  (unless  the  person  chooses  to 
remain  anonymous),  and  will  receive  a 
Certificate  of  Gift  by  the  Department  of 
Conservation  for  tax  purposes. 

Your  gift  to  H.O.P.E.  will  allow  projects 
and  programs  to  be  implemented  which 
would  otherwise  not  be  possible. 

Remember,  your  gift  to  H.O.P.E.  is  also  an 
income  tax  deduction,  to  the  extent  allow¬ 
ed  by  law.
